FIREHOUSE BONDS PROPOSAL 
IS PUT ON BALLOT AGAIN 


Algermen Pass Bill for Vote on 
$500,000 And One for 


Issue, 
$750,000 in WP A Materials. 

Bil’: for a proposed bond issue of 
$750,000 for materials to be used in 
WPA work, and for a $500,000 bond 
issue for new engine houses and 
fire department equipment were 
passed today by the Board of Alder- 
men. 

The proposed bond issues will be 
placed on the ballot for a referen- 
dum Nov. 8 Two bond proposals, 
similar except that the one for the 
fire department also was for $750,- 
000, were defeated in the primary 
election of Aug. 2. 

No funds for WPA work, for 
which the Government furnishes 
the labor cost, are now available 
for the city, which already has ad- 
vanced $100,000 from other public 
revenue for WPA construction ma- 
terials. A companion bill was passed 


by the board to reimburse the mu- 


nicipal revenue for the $100,000, if 
the bond issue should be adopted. 

A bill to pay the Scullin Steel Co. 
$2626 for damage to a railroad en- 
gine and two cars, caused by a city 
excavation, was approved. A bill 
to name the playground at Park 
avenue and Dillon street the Ed- 
ward Rice Memorial Playground 
was adopted. The late Edward Rice 
was a Democratic Justice of the 
Peace in the Third District.

CORNEA OF RABBIT’S EYE 
PUT IN THAT OF BLIND MAN 


Specialist Yet to Determine 
Whether 


Tissue Will Live After 
Being Transplanted, 
By the Associated Press. 

HAGERSTOWN, Md., Oct: 4— 
Frank L. Hoffman, 61 years old, 
blind since last spring, can see dim- 
ly today—but whether his improve- 
ment is permanent depends on 
whether his body can keep alive the 
cornea of the eye of a rabbit which 
was transplanted to his eye socket 
last week. 

Dr. Paul N. Fleming, who per- 
formed the delicate surgery last 
week, said Hoffman could distin- 
guish between light and darkness. 
But a Johns Hopkins specialist said 
that similar operations had been 
performed in the past and the 
cornea of the rabbit invariably be- 
came opague in a few weeks or 
months. 

Hoffman was blinded by corrosive 
chemicals he was spraying in a 
stable last spring. 

The cornea was taken from a 
laboratory rabbit and connected to 
Hoffman's optic nerve in a 15-min- 
ute operation.

had led to their discharge appeared 
to be ended, as the four. joined 


their associates on the board and 
listened to a speech by CIO Chair- 
man John L. Lewis. 5 

Lewis went before the full board 
shortly after the CIO arbiters, 
Sidney Hillman and Philip Mur- 
ray, made their decision that the 
men be reinstated. Both factions 
had agreed in advance to accept 
the findings. 7 | 

Murray and Hillman made these 
two recommendations:

Runciman, Britain’s unofficial med- 
iator, had made plain it was impos- 
sible any longer to ask Sudeten Ger- 
mans to live within the boundaries 
of Czechoslovakia. ' 

He ‘paid homage to President 
Roosevelt’s peace messages during 
the crisis week. The whole Cham- 
ber cheered when he spoke of “the 
great, generous and logical voice,” 
of the American Chief Executive. 

The Premier finished with a de- 
mand that France remain strong, 
build up its armaments and unite 
behind the Government. Germany, 
he said, had known that France 
was “ready to fight to prevent 
damage to her vital interests.” 

He gave the Runciman report as 
the reason why France had joined 
with Hitler in putting pressure on 
Prague to give in to Hitler's de- 


‘mands. 

Communist Assails “Blackmail.” 

In the debate which followed 
reading of his declaration, Commu- 
nist Deputy Gabriel Peri declared 
France had “paid a heavy tribute 
to war blackmail,” and added that 
peace was not assured.

VETERANS CALLED 
TO RECRUITING POSTS 


Popular Demand for Seiz- 
ure of Magyar Territory 


Stimulated by Mass Meet- 
| ings and Press. |

BUDAPEST, Oct. (-The official 
Hungarian news agency disclosed 
today that Hungary had proposed 
a conference with representatives 
of Czechoslovakia for 4 p. m. 
Thursday to start discussions on 
the Hungarian minority problem. 

The proposal, contained in a note 
sent to Prague yesterday, suggest- 
ed that the meeting be held at 
Komarom, on the Danube, 80 miles 
west of Budapest. Part of the 
town-is in Hungary and part in 
Czechoslovakia. 

Hungary requested certain pledges 
from Czechoslovakia before the dis- 
cussions start. 

Some of Pledges Sought. 

These included: Release of all 
military and political Hungarian 
prisoners in Czechoslovakia, imme- 
diate discharge of Hungarian 
speaking soldiers in the Czechoslo- 
vak army, establishment of mixed 
Hungarian and Czech police imme- 
diately in regions to be returned to 
Hungary, and occupation of two 
border towns in these regions as a 
symbol of the return of Hungarian 
minoritites. 

Meanwhile, numerous war veter- 
ans more than 45 years old received 
orders to report to the nearest 
army recruiting station. 

The requisition of certain raw 
materials and orders prohibiting 
the exports of metals, textiles, 
chemicals and leather were made 
known today. 

Mass meetings in various parts of 
Hungary demanded immediate oc- 
cupation of Czechoslovak territory 
inhabited by 800,000 Hungarians. 

Rumors of Disorders. 

Some newspapers declared Czecho- 
slovak legionnaires plundered and 
burned numerous Magyar-inhabited 
(The reports lacked confirmation 
from other sources.) 

Dispatches from Bratislava said 
eight Hungarian-speaking recruits 
were shot there for insubordination. 

Travelers reaching Budapest from 
the Hungarian minority district of 
Komorom near the Danube said 
some suffering was experienced by 
farmers and workers there, chiefly 
because massing of troops along the 
border resulted in inadequate food 
distribution. It was said potatoes 
and grain were largely requisitioned 
for the army. 

The travelers said they saw no 
indication that the Czechoslovak 
army intended to leave these so- 
called purely Hungarian - districts, 
as the Hungarian Government de- 
manded, “unconditionally and im- 
mediately.”

DALADIER PRAISES BRITISH 
PREMIER’S ‘WILL FOR PEACE’ 


Replies to Note Reaffirming Friendship With 
France After Agreement With 
Hitler,

PARIS, Oct. Premier Edouard 
Daladier addressed a letter to 
Prime Minister Chamberlain today 
expressing admiration for his “ar- 
dent will for peace.” 

Replying to a letter from Cham- 
berlain designed to dispel French 
concern over the British-German 
friendship declaration of Sept. 30, 
which followed the four-Power Mu- 
nich agreement, Daladier declared: 

“France felt, during this crisis, 
that the bonds of cordial friend- 
ship and esteem which unite her 
to the British nation were tighten- 
ing around her. 

“Thank you for your message, 
which deeply touched the French 
nation. The feelings which you ex- 
press correspond to mine.” 

Chamberlain’s letter, sent to Dala- 
dier Oct. 2, reaffirmed French-Brit- 
ish friendship,

Sir Horace Wilson, Chamberlain's 
close political adviser, had returned 
from Berlin to London with Hitler's 
threat to march into Czechoslo- 
vakia at 2 p. m. the next day. 

“We had only a few hours before 
us,” said the Premier. “Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s radio speech had warned 
the world of the gravity of the sit- 
uation. We resolved to make a last 
effort.” 

Daladier then told how he and 
Chamberlain had instructed the 
British and French Ambassadors at 
Berlin to see Hitler, and how the 
Earl of Perth, British Ambassador 
to Rome, had been told to make an 
effort with Premier Mussolini. 

“In that way,” Daladier declared, 
“we were responding to the spirit 
of President Roosevelt's second

today, but not tomorrow,” the Vales 


Rave since traveled 123,000 miles, 


visiting every state in the country 
except Rhode Island on their end- 
less odyssey. Why ‘they missed 
Rhode Island they cannot recall. 
Now there are four more travel- 
ing Vales, Dixie Jean, 7 years old; 
Richard Francis, 6; Betty Lou, 3, 
and William, 2. The two young- 
est tots were born in the trailer, 
the others in hospitals at towns 
wherever the family happened to 
be. The 9-year-old trailer is the 
only home the blond, blue-eyed 
youngsters have ever known. 

The maroon-colored house on 
wheels is in reality a home in it- 
self. It is fully equipped, with a 
washing machine, gasoline range,

When a Post-Dispatch reporter 
called at the Vales’ rolling home 
yesterday afternoon, at Vandeven- 
ter avenue and Lindell boulevard, 
where it was parked at the curb 
for a two-hour halt, he found 
Richard Vale tinkering in his work- 
shop in the nose of the trailer. His 
wife, Mildred, was busy instructing 
Dixie Jean and Richard Francis in 
reading, writing, and arithmetic. 
Betty Lou and William, meanwhile, 
were seated’ comfortably on the 
floor, playing. There was plenty 
of room for everyone, including 
Joe, the family cat. 

“We'll be hitting the road again 
in a few hours,” Vale said. “The 
“gypsy life is in our blood; and we 
wouldn't spend a month im any 
place for less than a million 
dollars.” 

Next year he intends to build a 
40-foot, two-story trailer, with the 
upper floor for the chiidren and a 
school teacher to ease his wife's 
burden. Vale is happy at the 
thought that the depression has 
never struck him and that income 
from property in Springfield, Mo., 
provides enough funds for his wan- 
derings. What he can’t understand 
is why more people who can afford 
it don’t do the same thing. When 
asked why he took up life in a 


trailer, Vale, a college graduate, 
said, “Who wouldnt, if he had 
any sense and a little money.”

— Miss 

Peggy Gross, 21-year-old kidnap 

victim of St. Louis, identified John 

Couch today as one of her kidnap- 

ers. Couch is on trial in United 

States District Court, charged with 

kidnaping her and her companion, 

Daniel Cox Fahey Jr., Aug. 13. 
One of the first questions put to 

Miss Gross was, Do you recognize 

one of the men who kidnaped you? 

Is he in this courtroom?” Miss 

Gross nodded, and described the 

handcuffed man seated beside a 

deputy marshal. 

She then told her story of the 
flight from St. Louis that ended 
when she and Fahey chose to be 
bound rather than accompany 
Couch and Otis James Meridith on 
a robbery, and were left in a wood 
near Champlin, Minn. 

Couch Makes Outbursts. 

Two more outbursts today by 
Couch marked the trial. Kleve 
Flakne, his attorney, asked that 
the conversation relating to the late 
John Dillinger on the trip be left 
out of the evidence because it was 
prejudicial. Couch held up his hand 
that was manacled to a jailer and 
shouted: 

“This is evidence of prejudice.” 

Later, while Flakne and Victor 
Anderson, United States Attorney, 
were staill arguing about the Dil- 
linger conversation, Couch called 
out “that has nothing to do ine 
bringing him up here.” 

Couch was arrested near Effie, 
Minn., after authorities had fatally 
wounded Meredith. 

Judge M. M. Joyce ordered that 
Couch be manacled at all times 
when he is outside his county jail 
cell, after Government counsel had 
desccribed Couch as an “escape 
artist.” Anderson declared that not 
only had Couch escaped from the 
Ramsey County jail after digging 
out mortar between bricks with a 
spoon, but that he also had escaped 
form .Missouri .penitentiaries .and 
reformatories four times on prior 
sentences, 

Telis of Kidnaping. 

Fahey, first witness for the prose- 
cution, related how, on the night of 
Aug. 13, two men accosted him and 
Miss Gross as they stopped for an 
arterial highway outside St. Louis. 
He said he believed Couch was one 
of the men. 

. Fahey testified he believes Couch 

is the man who struck him on the 

nose with a pistol and also slammed 
the door on Fahey’s foot after he 
and Miss Gross had been allowed to 
leave the machine for a moment in 
the ride into Minnesota. Both men, 

Fahey said, boasted of their crim- 

inal exploits on the trip and shot 

at telephoné poles with revolvers 
while speeding along the highway. 

At other times, Fahey said, Couch 

covered him and Miss Gross with a 

gun. 

During  cross-examination by 
Kleve Flakne, appointed Couch’s 
attorney by the court, it was 
brought out that Meredith drove 
the Fahey car when it was cross- 
ing state borders, 

The prosecution said it would 
show that Couch and Meredith ab- 
ducted the St. Louis pair a few 
days after a fight with Texas po- 
lice. 


EX-CONVICT HALTS TRIAL 
TO PLEAD GUILTY OF KILLING 


Thomas Kilgore Gets Six Months 
in Workhouse for Shooting 
Bartender. 

Thomas Kilgore, a former con- 
vict, was sentenced to six months

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RICHARD CRANE KILLED 
ACCIDENTALLY ON HUNT 


Former Diplomat and Indus- 
trialist Found Shot to Death 
in Virginia. 


By the Associated Press. 

RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 4. — Rich- 
ard Crane, 56 years old, retired 
industrialist.. and Minister to 
Czechoslovakia from 1919 td 1922, 
was accidentally killed yesterday 
with his own shotgun when hunt- 
ing at his estate, “Westover.” 


His boatman, Capt. W. J. Snad- 
ecki, found the body in the under- 
brush about a quarter of a mile 
from the home, tae historic resi- 
dence of the Byrd family on the 
James River. A charge from the 
shotgun had penetrated his right 
temple. Officials of Charles City 
Ceunty decided he had stumbled 
when walking home after some 
shooting in the marsnes with 
Snadecki. 

Crane, a 
the son of Richard R. Crane, in- 
dustrialist, former United States 
Minister to China, and a member of 
a special diplomatic mission to 
Russia. 

He was graduated from Harvard 
in 1904, and subsequently became 
vice-president of the Crane Co. of 
Chicago. He also was associated 
with the Eaton, Cole & Burnham 
Co. of Bridgeport, Conn., and was 
president of its successor, the 
Crane Valve Co., from 1910 to 1914. 

He was a member of the Chicago 
Public Safety Commission from 
1913 to 1915, and in the next four 
years acted as private secretary to 
Secretary of State Robert Lansing. 

He acquired “Westover,” one of 
the notable colonial Virginia estates, 
about 26 years ago after his mar- 
riage to Miss Ellen Douglas 
Bruce. : 

In addition to his wife, ne is 
survived by a daughter, Mrs. Fred- 
erick S. Fisher of Princeton, N. J.; 
a brother, Jone Crane of Rome, 
Italy, and two sisters, Mrs. Frances

United Miners Help News- 
paper Workers Picket 
Plants — Some Delivery 
Trucks Tied Up.

WILKES-BARRE, Pa., Oct. 4—/ 


Residents of this city of 86,000 read 
their news in out-of-town papers 
today, or did without, as a strike 
of editorial employes on Wilkes- 
Barre’s four newspapers—three 
dailies and one Sunday—entered its 
fourth day. 

Publishers of the Evening. News 
and Times-Leader, afternoon pa- 
pers, the Morning Record and the 
Sunday Independent announced late 
yesterday they were suspending 
operations in all departments after 
printing since Saturday with skele- 
ton editorial forces. 

The workers, members of the 
American Newspaper Guild, walked 
out Friday midnight after a break- 
down of negotiations over an agree- 
ment to supplant an interim agree- 
ment signed last January after an 
earlier strike. Guild members in 
the commercial departments joined 
the strike.

Six of the defendants—former 
Mayor N. Ray Markland of High- 
land Park, Frank Howard, Rudyard 
Wellman, Willard Foster, Matthias 
Gunn and Hubert James—have 
been free under appeal bonds.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4—An Ital- 
ian anti-Fascist told the. Dies Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities 
today that a branch of Premier 
Mussolini's secret police was operat- 
ing in this country “obviously under 
instructions of the Italian Ambas- 
sador at Washington.” 

Girolano Valenti, chairman of the 
‘Italian Anti-Fascist Committee, as- 
serted also that “Italian consular 
officials and-secret Fascist agents 
are spreading Fascist propaganda 
throughout the ranks. of some 200 
Italian-American’ organizations in 
the United States.” 

The secret police—Ovra—are di- 
rectly linked to the Italian consular 
service” in this country, Valenti 


testified. 
Valenti, a New Yorker, said 
threats and other devices were used 


to bring pressure on American-Ital- 


loans to gain information about them 


or to make them conform to Fascist 
ideas. 
Witness Names 4 as Agents. 
“Four known agents of the Ovra 
who are operating in this country,” 
Valenti said, “are the following: 
Capt. Carlo Vinti, New York City; 
Pietro Pupino Carbonelli, New York 
City; Count Fachetti Giuglia, New 
York City; Ubaldo Guidi, Boston.” 
Valenti told the committee that 
“one of the most important fields” 
of Fascist activities was in. the 
youth movement, which, he said, “is

Valenti said American Italian

were more than 100,000 Americans 
of Italian descent “who are willing 
to be seen at the public manifesta- 
tions of some 200 Fascist organiza- 
tions throughout the United States.“ 

In addition, he said, another 100,-

cist propaganda.

Gentlemen: 
During the ‘weeks through which | 


we have just lived, the world asked 
with anguish if it was not to be 
plunged into war. Today, coming 
before you to render.an account of 


this crisis we have saved peace. 
During recent days I have spok- 
en little ‘because I had to act a 
great deal. I was reproached ‘with 
being the most silent man in 


which should mark the point of 
departure for a new action, I wish 
to tell you what were these events 
and how we faced them. 

When our Government was 
formed, the problem of the Sude- 
tens already been brought up. 
The realization of the (Austrian) 
Anschluss gave it a certain pomi- 
nence, Already the . Czechoslovak 
Government had announced publi- 
cation of a nationalities statute and 
Mr. Henlein formulated in eight 
points the demands of Sudeten Ger- 
mans. 

Tried to Stop the Irreparable. 

The drama had begun. From the 
first day we tried to stop events 
from driving us into the irreparable. 
I then publicly defined on several 
occasions the position of my Gov- 
ernment. 

We were animated, I said, by two 
equally strong feelings: The desire 
to be spared from military action 
and the will never to denounce our 
word if through unhappy events 
this hope was dashed, 

At London at the end of April 
(Foreign Minister) Bonnet atid I 
told the English Government of our 
preoccupation and: how we planned 
the appeasement of Central Europe. 
We had the satisfaction of seeing 
that the British Government was 
hardly indifferent to these prob- 
lems. Together We fixed the basis 
of collaboration. In our minds it 
was hardly a question of waiting to 
act until the facts were acecom- 
plished and until we should have 
had to impress them in blood or 
submit to them in shame. It was 
a question of forestalling events 
occurring. 

It was thus that of a common 
accord we acted immediately at the 
moment of the crisis of May. 23, 
which was overcome thanks to the 
effective aid and peaceful goodwill 
of all interested Powers. 

Toward the end of the. month of 
May to the beginning of September 
there was a sort of international 
truce, but in the Sudeten region 
the effervescence of passions pre- 
pared new events. 

Concessions Urged on Ozechs.. 

Then with a sentiment of friend- 
ship we advised the Czechoslovak 
Government to give the Sudeten 
Germans important, 25 and rapid 
concessions. ‘within the structure

It must, however, be - admitted 
there never was parallelism be- 
tween the propositions of the Czech 
Government, which ceaselessly 
made larger concessions, and the 
Sudeten demands, which became 
more and more Important. 

At the beginning of September, 
after the speech (by Hitler) which 
closed the Nurnberg conference and 
the announcement made by (Kon- 
rad) Henlein of the rupture of ne- 
gotiations between Sudeten dele- 
gates and the Prague Government, 
the situation seemed for the first 


time irremediably compromised. 


The German demand was af- 
firmed with violence. It took as a 
base the right of peoples to dispose 
of their own destiny. The demands 
were addressed to the peoples’ con- 
science by descriptions which the 

. press gave of the terror 
which was reported to reign in 
Sudeten districts, 

Were the forces of war going to 
overcome the forces of peace? At 
no moment did I think of giving in 
or abandoning the country to no- 
matter-what blind fatality which 
would have taken the march of 
events out of the hands of men. 

Decision for Direct Meetings. 

During the night of the 13th to 
the 14th of September, I entered 
into contact with Mr. Neville Cham- 
berlain. I told him of the utility 
there would be to substitute for 
representations and notes direct 
meetings between responsible men. 
The English Prime Minister on his 
side had already had the same feel- 
ing, and he went to Berchtesgaden. 
In a speech to the House of Com- 
mons, Chamberlain asked his col- 
leagues with emotion if his trip had 
not seemed incompatible with his 
dignity of Prime Minister. I wish

We chose peace. 

The Franco-British plan of Lon- 
don came out of that choice, but 
at the same time as we submitted 
these sad propositions to o- 
slovakia we brought her an engage 
ment taken by Britain to join with 
us in an international guarantee, 
for we were able to get from the 
British Government the help of 
her power and her prestige for 
maintenance of peace and 
in the very heart of Europe. 

On leaving London, we had the 
feeling that our plan would bring 
indignant pretests from Prague and 
receive the agreement of Berlin. 


New Demands, and Crisis. 

The Czech Govertiment in its 
heroic devotion to the cause of 
peace accepted the plan. But at 
Godgsberg Mr. Hitler, in an inter- 
view with Mr. Chamberlain and by 
his memorandum, formulated under 
the form of details of application 
new demands. 

And it was thus that the evolu- 
tion of the negotiations toward a 
compromise, which had begun with 
the decision pf Mr. Chamberlain 
and myself to make direct contact 
with the German Government, 
stopped in the night of the twenty- 
third to the twenty-fourth of Sep- 
tember, and during the days which 
followed, Europe slid rapidly to- 
ward a rupture. 

What, then, was the situation on 
the twenty-fourth of September at 
the moment when Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain, leaving Godesberg, 
went back to London? 

We proposed cession to Germany

suring an international guarantee 
to the new Czechoslovakia. 

It might have been thought that 
for her it was an operation which 
would have had all the character- 
istics, all the consequences of con- 
quest except for recourse to arms. 

Disaccord between the London 
plan and the Godesberg memoran- 
dum was manifest. It was disac- 
cord on basis as well as on form. 
Was it going to lead to a European 
war? 


. Conflict in French Opinion. 


During these anguishing days 
two great currents were manifest 
in our country. Both of them were 
found in the interior of each politi- 
cal party, in the interior of each 
political tendency} and I may say 
that they fought for the conscience 
of each Frenchman. Some put their 
hope in negotiation, others in un- 
yielding firmness. 

As for me, chief of the Govern- 
ment, I recognized from the first 
minute in both movements the in- 
fallible: instinct of the French peo- 
ple. I felt that the truth was in a 
mixture of these two currents, not 
in their contradiction. 

What the people of France want- 
ed was to avoid the irreparable. 
The irreparable was German ag- 
gression. That aggression under the 
terms of our treaty’ would have 
brought the aid and assistance of 
France. We would have asked that 
you face the engagements of 
France. 


Seeks Peace, Prepares for War. 


So as not to be surprised by force, 
and faced with the development of 
German preparations, we decided 
Sept. 24 to take a certain. number

diate practical application. Mr. 
Hitler did not refuse to accept the 
suggestions. He reserved the right 
to give them a written answer. On 
his side Mr. Chamberlain proposed 
a last effort for a meeting in Ger- 


many of the chiefs of the govern- 


ments of the four great We 
Powers. Mr. Mussolini backed up 
this request with force and success. 
We obtained a decisive result by 
the 24-hour adjournment of Ger- 
man mobilization. 

Mr. Hitler immediately issued in- 
vitations for the Munich meeting. 

I accepted that invitation. It 
was not a question of procedure 
or formulating counterpropositions. 
It was a question of saving peace 
which some persons already be- 
lieved was definitely destroyed. 
I said “Yes,” and I don’t regret 
anything. I would have preſprred 
that all of the interested Powers 
were present, But it was neces- 
sary to move fast. The least de- 
lay might have been fatal. 

Frank conversation with Mr. Hit- 
ler and Mr. Mussolini—was not 
that worth more than all written 
propositions or discussions? 

You know the result of the inter- 


view at Munich, which was more a. 


mutual conversation than a formal 
conference. 
“Plebiscite for Peace.” 

We avoided recourse to force and 
we have, without any doubt being 
permitted on this subject, provoked 
in four countries 4 plebiscite of 
peace, By the spontaneous warmth 
of welcome which was reserved at 
Berlin, Rome, London and Paris by 
the peoples of the four capitals for 
the peace of the four governments, 
by innumerable evidences which 
came to them from-cities and from 
the rural districts of their countries, 
how can we doubt in a single in- 
stance of the immense relief of 
men and of their attachment for 
ce? 

The effective victory for peace 
was a moral victory for peace— 
there is the first point which 
I have been trying to bring out. 
It was a human ‘victory as well, 
since the accord at Munich, thanks 
to reciprocal concessions and the 
good will of all, is considerable 
progress on the memorandum of 
Godesberg. 

It contained stipulations organiz- 
ing for the individual the right of 
conscience. It eliminates all dis- 
positions which had figured in the 
armistice as those which a con- 
queror imposed upuon a conquered 

We have brought to the Czecho- 
slovak state assurances of interna- 
tional guarantees. France and 
Great Britain engaged themselves 
without reserve or delay to associ- 
ate themselves with an internation- 
al guarantee of the new frontiers 
of the Czechoslovakia state against 
all unprovoked aggression. Ger- 
many and Italy engaged themselves 
moreover to give their guarantee 
as soon as tlie question of Polish 
and Hungarian minorities in 
Czechoslovakia is regulated. 

I am convinced that, thanks to 
direct conversations, an honorable 
and just solution may soon be 


found. 
International Committee Created. 

An international committee has 
been created in order to arbitrate 
unilateral decisions. To solutions 
of force one hopes thereby to sub- 
stitute practices of law. 

If tomorrow German and French 
contingents are called upon to go 
into the contested districts with 
the view of assuring the mainte- 
mance of order and of 
the operation of the plebiscite, they

And now gentlemen, how have we 

succeeded in stopping war at the 


have ‘we been able to add to our 
balance a certain number of guar- 
antees and advantages, no less real, 
about which I have just told you? 

Because in these difficult negoti- 
ations we have always shown our 
will for justice and for loyalty. 

Because we negotiated like men 
for whom negotiations: cannot only 
be an inevitable phrase in this great 
international drama but a real road 
toward peace. 

I should ‘add immediately with 
the same certainty that if our ne- 
gotiation has succeeded, we owe it 
above all to the fact we supported 
it with a demonstration of our 
strength. 

Let me be understood. I do not 
wish to say that our force has been 
a means of intimidation or pres- 
sure. One cannot any longer think 
of intimidating Germany any more 
than one can think of intimidating 
France. But to make proof of 
strength one must be placed in the 
position of discussing as from equa] 
to equal. One cannot discuss with 
man or with nation unless one al- 
ready has conquered his esteem. 

As for the esteem of Germany 
for France, I felt it upon my 
rival at Munich. It was found 
on the fact one knew France was 
ready to fight to prevent anything 
which might attack its vital inter- 
ests and the interests of justice. 
What made possible the success of 
our last negotiation was the deter- 
mination of which France gave 
proof, and it is necessary here to 
pay homage to the country which 
deserves it. At the first call and 
with admirable energy, when the 
serious gravity of the situation re- 
placed the former enthusiasm of 
the young troops, old soldiers of 
the Great War joined their flags 
and reconstituted in a few hours 
that uncrossable barrier which al- 
ways protects the destinies of the 
fatherland. 

Desirable for Durable Plan. 

On our frontiers, mixing with the 
soldiers, the people who would have 
had most to suffer from war ac- 
cepted without murmuring all meas- 
ures of security which were placed 
upon them by the military authori- 
ties. Let me thank them in the 
name of France for the esteem 
which our country upholds during 
thse days on all peoples by which 
it is surrounded, this esteem, which 
founds itself on the memory of 
struggles which already have split 
us up or united us, this esteem 
which no veteran can refuse to an- 
other veteran no matter what the 
color of his uniform during the war, 
this esteem which always imposes 
itself on a nation which is both 
virile and pacific. We have a duty 
to feel it ourselves for the great 
people which is our neighbor and 
which was our adversary, with 
whom we desire to be able ta estab- 
lish a durable peace, br 

Without doubt our conception of 
life differs greatly from the con- 
ception of life now held by Ger- 
many and Italy of today. But other 
countries, whose conceptions are 
as different as our own, live with 
us in good faith. Whatever may be 
the fault of the regimes which 
these conceptions give to peoples, 
they can have identical love ‘of 
peace at the present time, and that 
love of peace reunites allt pacific 
good will which exists in the world. 

If I have just recalled the feeling 
which the French people. have for 
the German people, and from this 
tribune even many of my predeces- 
sors have expressed similar feel- 
ings, that does not mean we are 
thinking of renouncing our pres- 
ent collaborators. . For us there is 
no question of substituting new 
friends for old friends, In the in- 
terests of peace we wish to add to

Urban Faber of the White Sox 
won three victories of the six- 
game series played against the 
Giants in 1917; Babe Adams of 
Pittsburgh and Stanley 
kie of the Indians each won 
taree games in the series with 
Detroit and Brooklyn respective- 
ly—but they had seven games in 
which to do their stuff, 

Although today seven games 
constitutes a world series, the 
records will show that three 
pitchers each won three games in 
series that lasted eight games. 

They were Smoky Joe Wood 
of the Red Sox, in the cham- 
pionship of 1912 against the 
Giants; and Deacon Phillippe of 
Pittsburgh and Bill Dinneen of 
the Red Sox, both of whom set 
their marks in the series of 1903 
—the first world series played 
after the national agreement was 
signed. 

A tie game in 1912 accounted 
for that eight-game series, waile 
the 1903 series was scheduled to 
go nine games or until one team 
had won five.

Fishing Boat Rode Like Cork Through Wind, 
5 High Seas and Whales, Shanghai to 
San Pedro in 85 Days. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN PEDRO, Cal, Oct, 4—Dr. 
E. Allen Petersen, 37 years old, 
Los Angeles osteopathic physician, 
and his California-born Japanese 
bride, Tane, completed yesterday a 
trip across the Pacific in a rickety 
Chinese fishing junk. 


They started from Shanghai and 


landed here 85 days later. 

Dr. Petersen said the 5000-mile 
journey was made by sail alone, He 
told of stormy weather, -50-mile 
winds and mountainous seas which 


threatened to capsize the 36-foot, 


camphorwood craft. Two Russian 
youths, Nick Permanov and Victor 
Ermelov, comprised the erew. 

“We were never shy of food,” he 
said. “We ate rice and canned 
meat. The Swedish tanker Svea- 
borg gave us fresh water, meat and 
vegetables in mid-Pacifie last 
Sept. 2.” 

The fishing junk, purchased for 
$250, has small bamboo masts and 
800 square feet of canvas and has no 
auxiliary engine or radio. Ndaviga- 
tion was by the stars and a com- 
pass. 

There were times, Dr. Petersen 
admitted, when he and his crew 
88 they had never started their 

p. 

He said he was off the coast of 
California before he struck really 
good weather. Fog was their big- 
gest problem, for after two sunny 
days out of Yokohama, they went 
through a month of murky gloom, 
seeing neither sun nor stars. 

“We got far off our course,” he 


related, “because we had no means 
of navigation except taking bear- 
ings from the stars. Both the air 
and the water became colder and 
‘we knew we were being blown 
north. We had started out, pre- 
pared for a rather warm trip, and 
it was pretty uncomfortable.” 

“Whales were present during 
most of the voyage. . 

“They were 70 or 80 feet long 
twice as long as the boat,” he said. 
“They looked really vicious. 

“We suddenly realized one day 
that we were surrounded by six 


of them. They were diving under 


the craft and we were afraid they 
would tip it over. They gave us 
some bad moments before deciding 
to swim away.” 

The junk draws only two and 
one-half feet and it rode like a 
cork, making sleep difficult, Dr. 
Petersen said. Added to that was 
the constant uncertainty as to what 
might happen next. 

As for spending the time, that 
Was easy. 

“When we weren't taking care of 
the boat,” he said, “we read books 
and magazines and played the pho- 
nograph.“ 

“I think Mrs. Petersen did mar- 
velously,” he said. “It was a hard 
trip for a woman. But she kept 
our morale up and did a fine job 
of cooking, even if rice was all 
we had most of the time. You 
know, cooking is not so easy when 


the stove keeps jumping away from 
you.”

St. Louis citizens who have not properly registered 
must do so by Oct. 24 if they are to vote Nov. 8. 

Under our permanent registration law, citizens who 
have registered hitherto need not do so again. But 
those not already registered, or persons who have 
only recently approached the age of 21, must get 
their names on the rolis in order to vote. Anyone 
who will be 21 by Nov. 9 is eligible to register and 
vote. Women who have married or voters who have 
moved into a different precinct should re-register in 
order to avoid having their votes challenged. 

It is the citizen’s duty to get ready to vote, not 
merely by registering, but by informing himself of 
the issues in the referenda and of the qualifications 
of the various candidates. The citizen who does not 
perform this elementary duty forfeits any right to 
complain if government falls into the hands of in- 
competents and grafters.

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BONANZA TURNS OUT TO BE A DUD. 

A seeming bonanza in the form of a $4,500,000 
bond issue, St. Clair County’s share of the cost of 
a proposed new bridge across the Mississippi River, 
has turned out to be a dud. For several years, H. C. 
Speer & Sons of Chicago ardently wooed St. Clair 
County officials for the bond issue which, on paper, 
would have netted that firm a profit of nearly $500,- 
000—or a considerable percentage of the total cost 
of the bridge. ; 

The Speer suit was successful. Without holding 
a public sale —often a disastrous -procedure—St. Clair 
County contracted to sell the bonds to the Speer 
firm, the money to be paid in by midnight last Sat- 
jurday. Midnight came and went and it developed 
that the Speer company’s peddlers were unable to get 
rid 6f the bonds—except at a loss of $300,000. 

This failure to fulfill the contract was disappoint- 
ing enough to the Speer firm, but what makes it 
worse is that the company put up a certified check 
for $45,000, to protect the county against loss in case 
the terms of the contract were not met. So out the 
window is the paper profit of almost $500,000 and 
out the window—if St. Clair County claims it—is 
$45,000 in good, hard coin of the realm. 

A certain rough justice is operating here, however. 
It was the same Speer company that purchased— 
again at a private sale—an issue of Belleville sewer 
bonds, which it resold at a gross profit of $59,149, 
whereas a normal dealer’s profit would ‘have been 
about $8700. Belleville made a belated and futile 
effort to recover half of this profit. So even ff the 
Speer company loses its $45,000, it will still be a lit- 
tle ahead of the game in its St. Clair. County deal. 
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Pitcher Lee. of the Cubs, if you remember your 
history, has performed pretty frequently lixe his 
namesake at the battle of Chancellorsville. 
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PENALTY IN THE ELIXIR TRAGEDIES. 

Some 90 persons died last fall after taking a prep- 
aration called Elixir of Sulfanilamide. Government 
analysts found that it was the solvent, diethylene 
glycol, and not the sulfanilamide itself, that caused 
the deaths. Dr. S. E. Massengill, the manufacturer, 
issued a statement which read in part as follows: 

My chemists and I deeply regret the fatal re- 
sults, but there was no error in the manufacture 
of the product.. . . I do not feel that there was 

any responsibility on our part. a 

There seemed no responsibility under the law an it 
then stogd, but the Government discovered twa tech- 
nical violations, 80 Dr, Massengill, after pleading 
guilty to 112 of the 166 countg against him, has now

His assertion that Ameri- 
can industrialists contribute. to the Nazi: cause is 
important if provable, but if Metcalfe could not name 
names and establish facts, he would have * better 
not to make the accusation. 


Nazi methods in this country have been so open 


and so obvious that there is no need whatever for 
making fantastic charges. The facts speak for them- 
selves. Utterances by bund leaders, indictment of 
18 Germans recently as Nazi spies and such propa- 
ganda efforts as those disclosed in the St. Louis 
schools indicate what is going on. Resistance to 
these alien doctrines and cultivation of adherence to 
democracy are handicapped. by unfounded charges 
which confuse the issue. 
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With evangélistic fervor Senator Vandenberg 
urges his Republican brethren of Michigan to em- 
bark on a spiritual crusade.” That may be one way

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POWER POLITICS AND ‘WAR PLANES, 

However beclouded it may leave the future of 
peace, the four-Power agreement at Munich serves

a DIAGNOSIS: This question involves ao 

many factors that I shall not have space enough to treat it completely. 

But I should like to dwell primarily on the psychology of church music. 

If the music director or even the clergyman could sponsor a “con- 

sumer survey,” as we call it in the business world, he could learn a 

number of valuable reasons why people avoid the church. The first 

essential in advertising and selling is to employ appeals which your 
potential customers can understand. I don't wish to appear sacrilegious 
when I say that too many churches are using hymns which are unfa- 
miliar to the audience and which have very little “swing” rhythm. 

Traveling evangelists usually understand the value of hearty singing 
by the audience. To have his audience half-heartedly drag through un- 
familiar songs puts an unfair burden on the local minister.

THE SPIRIT of victory or success is contagious. But so is failure. 
A crowd that feebly sings the hymns preceding the sermon subconscious- 
ly gives rise to the idea that the whole meeting is a failure. 

If you wish your clergyman to do his best, then make sure that 
familiar hymns are selected. And don’t choose songs because of the 
beautiful thoughts expressed in the verses thereof. This is faulty psy- 
chology. People relatively pay little attention to the thought in the 
verses while they are singing. What does affect them is the Whole 
hearted participation by the audience and the resurrected emotions of 
childhood and mother. All of those moral ideals and hallowed memories 
of childhood will surge back and engulf us, if familiar music is sung. 

Strange music leaves us cold and difficult for the minister to in- 
fluence,

IN A CHURCH, as well as a political rally, the primary purposes 
ef music are, first, to evoke wholehearted co-operation and such lusty 
singing that the walls seem ready to burst outward.

“West opened the heart jack, I 
put up dummy’s ace, and noted that 
if I were to draw two rounds of 
trumps and failed to drop the 
queen, I would almost certainly lose 
the contract because the opponents 
then could take three diamond 
tricks before I could hope to dis- 
card one or more on dummy’s long 
clubs. I also saw, however, that if 
I were to take a trump finesse I 
would be safe even if it lost, be- 
cause the opponents could not then 
run three diamonds while a trump 
remained in dummy. No sooner an- 
alyzed than acted on. I led dum- 
my’s spade nine and let it ride. It 
held the trick! I then led another 
spade and when East followed, took 
another finesse. To my horror, 
West scooped up this trick with 
the queen and banged down the dia- 
mond ace. When East signaled 
with the nine spot, diamonds were 
continued for two more rounds, and 
there I was with my contract in 
the ash can, Personally I have no 
feeling of shame for having fallen 
for West's holdup of the spade 
queen.

ERE is sportsmanship at its

Now we are informed on reliable 
authority, the manager of a local 
plant of a nationally organized bak- 
ing system which knows all the 
statistics, that no more than 2 per 
cent of private households in this 
country make their own bread. 
That 2 per cent is likely to be in 
places remote from civilization; no 
Village with any transportation fa- 
cilities at all is overlooked by the 
wide spread delivery systems of 
commercial bakers. 


All that’s necessary now is for 
the. bread winner to produce the 
wherewithal, a dime, say, for an 
ordinary loaf of bread, and his 
wife can go to the smallest grocery 
and there take her choice of many 
standard brands of bread. She 
hardly has to hesitate over her 
choice, they are all so standardized. 
She doesn’t have to give a care 
about the tremendous forces at 
work to produce a loaf which is 
invariably uniform with all others 
of her favored brand. It hardly oc- 
curs to her that to save her the toil 
and anxiety of baking once a week 


is baking day, or more exactly 
every night, so she can have’ her 
daily bread first thing in the morn- 
ing and it won't be yesterday's 
bread, 

The bakers, modest souls, irre- 
spective of the blandishments of 
their advertisements and of their 
salesmen, are beginning to feel the 
services and product they offer are 
taken too much for granted and are 
launching a nation-wide campaign 
to educate the public in the rela- 
tionship between the industry and 
the entire population, 98 per cent 
of whom it serves. 

In St. Louis I was selected by J. 
F.. Burmeister, secretary of the 
Bakers’ Club and public relations 
man, to visit a typical big baking 
plant and report what I saw there, 
From the standpoint of quantities 
and quality of materials, ingenious, 
powerful and smooth-running ma- 
chinery, system, insistence upon 
cleanliness and freshness of prod- 
uct, I was duly impressed. 

“The chief bugbears of baking,” 
said the superintendent of produc- 
tion, “are, first, stale returns, sec- 
ond, foreign substance in the 
dough.”

T’S up to salesmen, it seems, 
with almost superhuman sensi- 
tiveness to variations in the pub- 
lic appetite, to see that the supply 
no more than equals demand. And 
up to delivery men to see that no 
loaf on sale is older than the latest 
batch. If there are returns from a 
previous consignment, they are 
dumped into salvage shops or into 
barrels for hog and chicken feed, 
sold at great loss to the bakery. 

“Foreign subgtance discovered in 
the dough, a speck caused by a 
weavil, or a particle of lint, in no 
time would be magnified into a rat 
tail or a cockroach. The report 
would spread like wildfire. It would 
ruin us,” said the production man- 
ager. “I wish our salesmen could 
spread the message of our virtues 
as fast.”

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emptying one after another sack 
of flour, alternating different 
grades. It would take him three 
hours to fill the trough with 20,- 
000 pounds, the evening’s supply. 
This supply descended into huge 


drums which automatically blended 
and screened it. Below, on a balcony, 


automatic scalers liberated into 
smaller mixers definite portions of 
flour, yeast and water. Visitors 
are not allowed on the balcony be- 
cause formulae are secret. They 


may ‘stand on the floor below and 


feel the vibration as the sponge is 
‘being agitated in three whirligig 
machines of tremendous horsepow- 
er, and, warned, jump out of the 
way as mixers stop on schedule, 
doors fly open and masses of fran- 
tic sponge leap out into troughs 
rolled up to receive them. In 12- 
foot long troughs (called “troes” 
by all bakers), the sponge is al- 
lowed to set a certain length of 
time, the exact length a secret with 
each bakery. 

There seems to be something 
more than a figure of speech about 
bread being the staff of life. In its 
behavior while fermenting the 
sponge somewhat follows the pat- 
tern of life, restless, writhing, bub- 
bling, breathing, heaving, slopping 
over; in its youth it attains its ut-

dent, looking a little anxiously from 
one to another of the 30 or 40 
troughs of 900 pounds capacity. 
“The temperature of the room is 
kept at 80 at all times. The secret 
of uniform bread is accurate scal- 
ing, timing and control of tempera- 
ture, Everything is done by ma- 
chinery. Human hands scarcely 
touch our bread from start to fin- 
ish.” About 30 men are employed 
in the important fermentation room, 
each with his allotted post and 
task, They are steady-going men 
among whom there is seldom any 
labor turnover. “Still,” added the 
superintendent, “a lot of the hu- 
man element goes into the making 
of bread. Let one man falter and 
a whole batch may go wild, shell 
in the oven, be of uneven texture, 
produce ‘cripples’ which, must be 
discarded,” 

Dough risen in smooth mounds to 
the top of troughs now was ready 
to be up-ended and shot down a 
shute to dividers and moulders, 
next floor below. I can’t attempt 
to explain the operations of this 
complicated machinery but there 
is more scaling and presently little 
round balls of dough are seen be- 
ing taken for a ride on tiers of 
canvas belts overhead. The ride 
lasts 10 minutes and is a proofing 
process, necessary, it is explained, 
to give the balls a chance to recov- 
er after the cutting operations. 
Tough and leathery when it starts 
the journey, it is demonstrated how 
it is a feathery puff when it rolls 
off the curler and elongator, 


Here, on either side of a moving 
platform stand men, each of whom 
in rhythmic sequence performs just 
one motion. One places two elongat- 
ed rolls of doygh cr se of each 
other, next man gives them a twist, 
next man adds another twist, next 
man pushes the loaf into a pan.

THER men range the pang on 

tiered containers and roll them 

away to the steam box for an- 
other proofing. Here in a tempera- 
ture of 105 and a certain humidity, 
the loaves rise gently for an hour. 
Then they are rolled to the oven. 
This oven, 130 feet long, is fed by 
gas burners spaced and regulated so 
the heat increases gradually to 450 
degrees, It is a traveling oven. On 
a slowly moving platform inside 
the loaves travel the 130 feet in 40 
minutes. Through peepholes you 
can. watch their progress, 
them grow browner and browner 
except in the case of loaves cov- 
ered to produce a thinner crust. 

At the other end of the oven, 
men rake out the pans, empty the 
finished loaves, but that is not the 
end of their restless lives. They 
must be taken for another ride, a 


‘two hours ride this time, on belts 


back and forth in the cooling room 
where the temperature is kept uni- 
formly at 80 degrees. At the end 


‘of this journey, automatically on 


schedule as usual, the loaves tumble 
off into a spiral shute, arrive at 
the slicing machine, proceed to the 
wrapping machines, emerge all 
sealed’ in wax paper or cellophane, 
labeled and coded with a date. 
Hampers await local deliveries, 
packing boxes, orders to be shipped 
out of town. Meanwhile it is six 
o'clock in the morning, hundreds 
of trucks are lined up in a covered 
areaway waiting to be loaded and 
routed, so that the earliest morning 
shopper may find today’s bread and 
not yesterday's awaiting her. Fifty 
thousand units of bread of several 
varieties have been produced at this 
plant this night. :

Mothers and Fathers Lose 
Interest When Complicat- 
ed Terms Are Used.

to me. Education, to be of any, 
real worth to society, must pene- 
trate through the specialized groups 
to the great mass of people. One 
would think that those who so 
earnestly desire to teach the com- 
mon people would use words that 
they could understand.

I still remember the educator who 
was hearing a group of post-grad- 
uates recite on Methods of Educa- 
tion. He called on a student, a man 
of ability, to outline a method of 
teaching pr children to read. 
The student gave a clear, simply- 
worded statement, complete and 
practical, 


Very good, Mr. Young: Now 
in the language of the psycholo- 
gist and pedagogue, that would be 

7“ And the student had to 
rise and restate the method of 
teaching primary reading in words 
of three and more syllables, 

I could not see the sense of that 
then, nor since, If a simple word 
will convey the meaning, and be 
better understood than the long 
one, why isn’t it better? I believe 
it is. It is useless to try to in- 
terest people in any subject if its 
vocabulary is so tortured, so ob- 
scure in their ears as to deafen 
them to any sound of sense in it. 


Adult education seems to me 
highly important. Education does 
not, cannot, stop at any level of 
maturity without stunting the in- 
dividual and consequently reduc- 
ing the power of society. But 
adult education—and in my opin- 
ion this applies to any adult group 
however educated—must be pre- 
sented in clear, simple, direct lan- 
guage. 

Consider these words used in 
talking to parents of public school 
children: “Ambivalence of  atti- 
tudes and variations in motivation, 
rapprochement; coercing agent; 
schematizations; problems ema- 
nate; rapport; idiosyncratic.” Con- 
sider such in teaching 
weary teachers who attend  lec- 
tures in hope of gaining help. for 
their difficulties, inspiration for 
their work. Consider it in rela- 
tion to the education of fathers and 
mothers in child-training, school 
co-operation, personal experiences. 
They will not read it; they will not 
listen to it; they cannot benefit by 
it. It kills the thing it hopes to 
create—public interest and co- op- 
3 in the education of the pub- 

C. 

Most fathers and mothers and 
teachers are interested in educa- 
tion. They have to be. They sit 
gladly at the feet of any teacher 
who has something to say to therm 
and puts it in words they can une 
derstand, but they leave the lec- 
ture that was given in professional 
terms with the feeling that this is 
a mysterious matter, this educa- 
tion of children and--parents, and 
might better be left to the tech- 
nical experts. A very poor place 
to leave public education. 

When the greatest Teacher who 
ever lived, taught, the people heard 
Him gladly. He told them stories 
in the simplest words, in terms ot 
their own experience. He used 


words big with meaning, the little 


words that children know and un- 
derstand, that older folk love and 
welcome because they have stood 
the test of time and are loaded 
with meaning. We teachers of less- 
er degree might well follow His ex 
ample.
